Nov. 2.—À bitter de­ 
nunciation of William R. Hearst. which 
the sp eak er said had the full and com­ 
p lete endorsement of President Roose­ 
velt. was delivered in a p ublic address 
here last night by Secretary of State 
Elihu Root. 
At the same time Mr. 
Root p aid an eloquent tribute to Chas 
E. Hughes and announced that he was 
authorized to say that the p resident 
greatly desires the election of Mr. 
Hughes as governor of New York . 
"1 say to y ou with President Roose­ 
velt’s authority ," said Mr. Root, “that 
he regards Mr. Hearst as wholly unfit 
to be governor, as arr insincere, self- 
seek ing demagogue, who is try ing to 
deceive the work ingmen of New York 
by false statements and false p rom­ 
ises, and I say to y ou. with bis author­ 
ity , that he considers that Mr Hearst’s 
election would be an injury and a dis­ 
credit alik e to honest labor and to 
honest cap ital and a serious Injury to 
the work in which he is engaged of 
enforcing just and equal laws against 
corp orate 
wrong-doing. 
President 
Roosevelt and Mr. Hearst stand as 
far as the p oles asunder. 
Listen to 
what President Roosevelt himself has 
said of Mr. Hearst and his k ind. 
In 
President Roosevelt's first message to 
congress, in sp eak ing of the assassin 
of McKinley , he sp ok e of him as in­ 
flamed ‘by the reck less utterances of 
those who, on the stump and In the 
p ublic p ress ap p eal to the dark and 
evil sp irits of malice and greed, envy 
and sullen hatred. The wind is sowed 
by the men who p reach such doctrines, 
and they cannot escap e the resp onsi­ 
bility for the whirlwind that is reap ­ 
ed. 
This ap p lies alik e to the deliber­ 
ate demagogue, to the ex p loiter of 
sensationalism, and to the crude and 
foolish visionary who. for whatever 
reason, ap ologizes for crime or ex ­ 
cites aimless discontent.' 
"I say . by the p resident’s authority , 
that in p enning these words, with the 
horror of President McKinley ’s mur­ 
der fresh before 
him. he had Mr. 
Hearst sp ecifically in his mind. 
And 
I say . by his authority , that what he 
thought of Mr. Hearst then he think s 
of Mr. Hearst now.” 
Characterizing Mr. Hearst as a vio­ 
lent and unworthy demagogue and a 
p ersistent office-seek er. Mr. Root de­ 
clared that as a congressman he had 
p roved a worthless p ublic servant; 
that while p rofessing to favor an in­ 
dep endent judiciary he had made a 
deal with Tammany Leader Murp hy 
for the nomination of a judiciary tick ­ 
et in New York ; that while inveighing 
against corp orations, his own corp or­ 
ate management shows the insincerity 
of his p rofession; that it is not calm 
and lawful redress of wrongs which 
he ask s, but the turmoil of inflamed 
p assions and the terrorism çf revenge­ 
ful force; that he is guided by selfish 
motives and that he is “not guiltless 
of McKinley ’s death.” 
"The worst of Mr. Hearst,” said Mr. 
Root, "is that with his great wealth, 
with his great newsp ap ers, with his 
army of p aid agents, for his own self­ 
ish p urp oses, he has been day by day 
and y ear by y ear sowing the seeds of 
dissension 
and 
strife 
and 
hatred 
throughout our land; he would array 
labor 
against 
c a p i t a l 
and 
cap ital 
against labor, p overty against wealth 
and wealth against p overty , with bit­ 
ter and vindictive feeling, he would 
destroy among the great mass of our 
p eop le that k indly and friendly sp irit, 
that consideration for the interests 
and rights of others, that brotherhood 
of citizenship which are essential to 
. h e p eaceful conduct of free p op ular 
government; he would destroy that 
resp ect for law. that love of order, 
that confidence In our free institutions 
which are the basis at once of true 
freedom and true Justice. 
The malig­ 
nant falsehoods of these journals read 
by the immigrant in his new home 
where none can answer them, are mak ­ 
ing him hate the p eop le who have 
welcomed him to liberty and p rosp er­ 
ity . to abundant emp loy ment, to amp le 
wages, to education for bis children, 
to indep endence for his manhood such 
as he has never k nown before.

an international cur of his country —
